Germans.are using all the 
terrifying technique with which they 
conquered Poland. Their aim is to 
destroy and paralyse all opposition, 
and to push rapidly towards objectives 
in the hope of winning a quick war. 

Marshal Foch described a compar~ 

able situation in March 1918, when 
the Germans similarly attacked. He 
said, “It you throw a large stone into 
the ‘middle of a pond the first wave 
created by the stone is a huge one; 
the second wave is not so high; the 
third wave grows less; the final wave 
never reaches the shore at all.” 


Marshal Foch waited then until the 


impetus: of the German effort had 
expended itself, then he in his turn at- 
tacked. . 

We know the sequel. The last Ger- 
man wave in an attempt to break 
through. to Amiens and thus separate 
the French from the British armies, 
reached Villers Bretonneux. in full 
view of Amiens: cathedral. There the 
Australian Corps attacked the German 
columns when they had reached a peak 
of exhaustion. From that moment the 
initiative passed into Foch’s hands. 

Nothing is more ruinous to an army 
than a profitless offensive. It is an ex- 
haustive form of action, and for that 
reason it must be fed with successes,, 

There are. many other factors 

which Hitler has now challenged. The 
machine-gun in the last war establish- 
ed its superiority as a defensive wea- 
pon. In. well-placed positions it was 
supreme, and to-day both the French 
and the British armies are manning 


machine-gun posts so cunningly sited’ 


that an advancing army cannot locate 
them. 

They have anti- tank and anti-air- 
creft guns. The former may be’ rifles 
handled by infantry, or they may be 
-heavier weapons organised in  bat- 
teries, tractor-drawn and mobile. 


A combination of tanks, machine-, 


guns, and anti-tank “weapons. in de- 
fence-is deadly. When the guns have 
stopped the ‘enemy, the tanks can 
crash in to counter-attack him before 
retiring to their safety zones,

GOERING’S GUARANTEE 
Goering did not acknowledge this 
communication, and Herr Thyssen left 
for Switzerland. There he, received a 
message that if he would return Goer- 
ing would guarantee him against any 
personal or economic consequences of 
his protest againsst Hitler’s policy. 
Herr Thyssen answered disdainfully 
rejecting Goering’s guarantee. He re~ 


minded Goering that he had been a] 


faithful supporter of Naziism, and that 
he had registered only three protests, 
the last being when Germany was once 
again dragged into war without Parli- 
ament of the State Council having 
been. consulted. He. went on to stig- 
matise Hitler's policy as “suicidal.” - 
As for his reason for not returning 
to Germany, Herr Thyssen reminded 
Goering of the fate of the Nazi seces- 
sionists in 1934, and mentioned that a 
nephew of his own had died mysteri- 
ously ‘in the concentration camp at 
Dachau. “I count myself now an op- 
ponent of the regime,” he said. 


A TELLING INDICTMENT 

- Goering’s: answer was to confiscate 
Herr Thyssen’s possessions. Upon this 
Herr Thyssen, writing from Lausanne 
on Dec. 28 last, addressed to Hitler a
